WHETHER President Kennedy thought 
about this in 1961 when he pledged U.S. 
aid to thwart a Communist takeover of 
South Viet Nam is uncertain. But it is 
certain his successor has thought about it 
often 
Communist China is as determined that 
Western intervention shall not prevail in 
Viet Nam. 
The people of Viet Nam as a whole 
are determined to keep the West from 
dominating them as they were dominated 
before they drove out the French. 
Communism to them is not a* foreign 
devil but another name for the people 
who helped them purge Indo China of 
French colonialism. This is the problem 
in wanning their support. They are being 
urged by U.S. military advisers to fight 
their own countrymen in an deological 
war they cannot understand. 


WHEN IT BEGAN in 1961. spokesmen 
for the Chinese People’s Republic said 
they would back North Viet Nam 10 years 
if necessary to convince the United States 
it could not win. 
Five years have been used up. and the 
United States is not winning One of the 
first necessities is a thorough review of 
U.S. policy in Viet Nam. 
The fact is, the United States has about 
come to the end of the blind alley it en­ 
tered so casually in 1961 and has been 
penetrating ever more deeply since then. 
Can it really stop Communism in Viet 
Nam? 
Termites In the Timbers 


Without knowing what they have done, 
the uneasy men bi the Kremlin have 
given us a new lease on confidence in oir 
government. 
Thfy have let us have a quick peek be­ 
hind the facade of Kremlin inscrutability. 
We don’t get many chances to see what 
goes on behind scenes in tfce headquar­ 
ters of the first-ranking Communist dic­ 
tatorship. 
When we have a chance, we always see 
the same thing. 
We see the influential figures in the So­ 
viet dictatorship cutting up one another 
like good fellows and scheming to pull the 
rug from under the reigning Mister Big. 
We see where the cracks in the facade 
have been plastered over pending another 
repair job, which in the Kremlin means 
bulldozing the whole thing to the ground 
and starting over. 


THERE W EREN ’T as many pictures of 
Khrushchev to be yanked down as there 
were of Stain when he was cut up and fed 
to the alligators, nor as many statues to 
be toppled and streets to be renamed, but 
the same principle is in effect.

Wnv does this give us a new lease on 
confidence in our own government? 
Because it has been easy to form an 
impression that everything goes according 
to some master plan in the Kremlin but 
things are hit-and-miss in Washington. 
It is like the World War II impression 
that the Germans and Japanese were be­ 
ing efficient and we were being ineffi­ 
cient. That was bcause we knew nothing 
of their bloopers. 
It is like the postwar impression tha 
the 
United 
States 
has 
bumbled 
and 
bungled the peace and the other side has 
been winning all the big ones. 


AMERICANS always have been handy 
at downgrading themselves. The Russian 
“ iron curtain” has contributed to the im­ 
pression that the Kremlin is always cool, 
efficient and purposeful and Washington is 
confused, inefficient and misguided. 
It’s nice to know when we get a quick 
peak that Khrushchev, who gave us the 
willies, wa: regarded by his peers as a 
showeff, bungler, blowhard, clown and 
goof-, ff, with a weakness for nepotism, 
strutting, loose talk, ill-advised acts and 
wool-gathering.

across the U.S. and. indeed, the 
world. 
ITS OPERATIONAL apparat­ 
us stretches from New York to 
Seattle - Tacoma and into lower 
California. By actual count there 
are at least 44 full-time, paid, 
expense account functionaries 
operating some sort of head­ 
quarters. 
Nor does the movement have 
any difficulty running “ affairs". 
Here in New York its recent 
functions have drawn from 1,000 
to 1,500 persons.

Sometimes there are in­ 
troduced also issues charging 
corruption in government or re­ 
ligious prejudice or racial dis- 
crmination. any of whch can 
have an emotional impact. The 
economic issues cover “ pocket- 
book" problems, such as unem­ 
ployment, cost of living, and 
business conditions. 
The influential factors this 
time are clearly discernible. 
Rightly or wrongly, many peo­ 
ple have been convinced that 
the Republican nominee, if elect­ 
ed president, would “ trigger” 
a nuclear war and that the in­ 
cumbent president will not. Eco­ 
nomic conditions as a whole 
are relatively satisfactory to­ 
day. due to the cut in taxes

WfTH /ALL the various con­ 
troversies taken into account, 
the outstanding fact is that a 
majority of the people are not 
in a mood to change administra­ 
tions, despite pointed criticsms 
of domestic and foreign policies.

which impression was height­ 
ened recently by the sudden 
ouster of Khrushchev and Red

information, this writer sent a 
questionaire 
within

“ Keep the Ball Rolling’’ was 
the slogan originated during the 
presidential campaign of 1840. 
Ohio’s WiUiam Henry Har­ 
rison was conducting his “ Log 
Cabin and Hard Cider’’ cam - 
paign against Henry Gay that 
year. According to the Ohi o 
Historical Society, young politi­ 
cal enthusiasts prepared huge 
balls, some 12 feet in diameter, 
of any material at hand. Th e 
balls were rolled from one po­ 
litical rally to another by relays 
of party supporters who shouted 
their catch-phrase for all to 
hear. 


Thomas A. Edison. Ohio-born 
inventor, 
patented in 1869 a 
crude voting machine. It was, 
however, never put to the act­ 
ual test of an election. 


The first election in the North­ 
west Territory was by 
voice 
vote when in 1796 voters ap­ 
peared before sheriffs or cor­ 
oners at Cincinnati, Marietta, 
Steubenville, 
Chillicothe, and 
Manchester among other towns, 
to shout their preference. This 
method was replaced by ballot 
in a law enacted in 1800 by the 
Territorial Legislature. 


Ohio adopted the Australian, 
or secret ballot, in 1891. It had 
been first introduced in th Un­ 
ited States in a Louisville, Ken­ 
tucky, municipal election 
in 
1888 


In 1929. Ohio adopted the pre­ 
sidential short ballot which el­ 
iminates names of electors. A 
vote for names of candidates 
for preodeot and vice president 


Is a vote for electors of that 
party, names of whom are on 
file with the secretary of state. 


Before 1868 Ohio voters were 
supplied with brightly colored 
tickets by the political parties. 
Voting abuses during the Civil 
War caused a law to be passed 
specifying that both parties is­ 
sue tickets on white paper. But 
even this law was circumvent­ 
ed 
when 
Democrats 
used a 
cream colored paper which con­ 
trasted sharply with the stark 
white color of the Republican 
ballot. This contrast still made 
it possible for officials to learn 
the party affiliation of each vot­ 
er. 


In 
1898, a voting machine, 
carefully designed 
to 
protect 
the voter’s rights and preserve 
the secret ballot, was authoriz­ 
ed for use in Ohio. In the 1964 
presidential election, more than 
two-thirds of Ohio’s lectorate 
wPI 
use voting machines and 
more than 100.000 persons will 
be employed to guarantee that 
millions of Ohioans will vote in 
secrecy.
